FOG HELPS CAUSE TRAGEDY

Michael Gibbons, thirty-five years
old, Schappett terrace, Lansdowne, was
killed instantly early today when his
automobile plunged over a thirty-foot
eliff at Sixty-sixth street and Over-
brook avenue.

Gibbong's sereams nnd the noise of
the automobile thumping down the em-
bankment were heard by nearby resi-
dents, who hurried to the scene, but
the driver was crushed and died before
they arrived.

The aceident oceurred about 12:30
o'clock. Gibbons was returning to his
home after n visit to Philadelphia, He
was driving his machine north on Six-
ty-sixth street and misved the sharp
left-hand turn at Overbrook aveoue be-
cauge of the absence of lights and a
dense fog.

Tostead of turning, he continued on
and the machine leaped off the embank-
ment, Gibbons's first screami was heard
plainly by vesidents, ng were others us
the automobile turned somersanits on its
trip to the bottom of the eliff,

The automobile was raised from the
erushed form of Gibhons by those who
reached the wseene first and he was
earried up the hill, placed in an automo-
hile and taken to the West Philadelphin
Homeopathie Hospital, where it was
saic he had been killed fnstantly.

The body was then tuken to the
morgue and was identified later this
morning by relatives, who were sum-
moned when palice partially identifien
the hody by papers found in the dead
man's pockets,

The miutomoMle was a wreek, Resi-
dents nearby said that the corner is o
dangerous one, especially ot night, when
it is not illuminated, no stroet lamps
being near it.

Gibbons was o native of lrelund, Tl
was married in Liverpool ton years
ago and come to America shortly after-
ward. He is survived by hiz wife, who
is under a physicinn's eare, augl four
children—2Margaret, nine yenrs old;
James, seven ; Mary, four, and Esther,
who is not yet two yeaps oll.
